“Before prescribing a proprietary 
remedy consider if- the United States 
Pharmacopoeia or National kormu- 
lary does not supply a similar prep- 
aration. It is more professional] and 
ethical to prescribe U.S Pp and N, 
I’. To prescribe proprietary remedies 
aids materially in creating ‘house- 
hold remedies,” which are handed 
cown from generation to generation 
and simply take the bread out of the 
physician's mouth.
